At our last meeting, I was working the PD 


Library when Carl Poston asked to have some copies made of our 
Plus/4 disks. He was supplying the disks: a set of new Fuji 
MD2HD, double-sided, high-density floppies. 


I set to work armed with Fast Hack-em, a 1571 owned by the 
club, plus Moe Shouse’s “‘mule’’ drive. After finishing the second 
disk, I decided I had better check my handiwork. For some reason, 
the disks weren’t copied properly. I 
figured it could be my own lack of 
experience with Fast Hack-em, but 
the program is pretty straightforward. 
Another possibility was a mal- 
functioning drive. We swapped out 
the “‘mule”’ for another of Moe’s 
drives. Still no luck. Moe thought 
it might have something to do with 
the printer. We eliminated that and 
tried again. Same result. We ruled 
out a couple of other possibilities. 
Now, feeling sure that the fault was 
in Fast Hack-em, 1 tried the copy 
again using an old tried-and-true 
single drive copier called Di-Sector. 
That copy was as useless as the rest. 


By this time, it was getting late and 
we still hadn’t produced a single 
working copy. I decided to bring the 
disks home with me and copy them 
with Maverick -- familiar software on a familiar computer. 
Maverick’s dual-drive copier ran very slowly, taking almost 5 
minutes per side (normally a 45 second operation) without 
producing a usable copy. Almost at wit’s end and running out of 
options, I returned to Fast Hack-em, this time with the club’s 
MSD SD-2. As I watched the drive activity lights, I noticed 
something I hadn’t before: The light on the source disk winked on 
and off again quickly, but the light on the output disk came on and 
stayed on for a long time as if the drive was spending a lot of time 
trying to rewrite the data.

Now I was closing in. I set aside the copy programs and tried 
simply reformatting the disks using the MSD, a 1571, and a 1541. 
At first I used the JiffyDOS format command, then the 128 mode 
HEADER command without JifyvDOS, then again with my 
computer in 64 mode with and without JifyDOS. Now I was 
certain: It was those darned Fuji disks and nothing was going to 
format them! 


While working on this story, I started to get the feeling that I had 
heard this somewhere before. On a hunch, I compared one of the 
Fuji disks with another disk on hand and there it was (or there it 


wasn’t!): The Fuji disk had no hub 
reinforcing ring! Now it all came 
back to me. At one of our meetings 
a year or two ago, some members 
were discussing the availability of 
some ‘‘bargain’’ disks when Robert 
Bales warned us of the potential for 
problems in using disks without hub 


So what do we lear from this 
incident? Well, the most obvious is 
don’t buy Fuji MD2HDs or any other 
disk without a hub ring. It’s been a 
while since I purchased disks retail, 
but I think that disks with reinforced 
hubs are marked as such on the 
package. Read the fine print! 
Another thing I would suggest is that 
if you find a brand of disks that work 
well, stick with them. Saving a few 
pennies could cost you more than a 
few hours and headaches. The CUW offers 5-1/4 and 3-1/2 inch 
disks purchased in bulk to club members. We have had good luck 
with these disks, and if you happen across a defective one, the club 
will make good on it. If you would like to buy some, see Jerry 
Shook at our next meeting. And remember: ‘“Those who don’t 
learn from the past are doomed to repeat it.’’ I forget who said that, 
but it seems appropriate. 


A quick reminder before I close: The River 
Festival begins next week, so keep that in mind 
if you usually come through the downtown area 
on your way to the meeting. Drive safely!

Recently, I was going through the 
& November 1981 issue of Compute! 
magazine. An article caught my eye 
which was entitiled ‘““The PET Speaks”’ 


by Kenneth Finn of Bedford NY. Id like to share a portion of that 
article with you and then I'd like to give some of my thoughts. 


The following article gives the Commodore PET (all 
ROMs) the ability to reproduce speech from audio cassette 
tapes. Even though the sound quality is very limited, the 
principle will allow intelligible speech and the program is 
by no means optimized -- much can be done with it. 


This program was taken originally from an idea of Robert 
Bishop in Microcomputing. He wrote about the idea for 
the APPLE computer. His original program was 18 bytes 
long. In order to adapt the principle for the PET many 
changes had to be made. This is evidenced by the present 
size of 81 bytes. Another problem was that the PET has 
no built-in speaker like the APPLE so I had to substitute 
the ‘‘CB2 sound”’ convention which many present PET 
users have. 


A big question is what to do with it? The answers are 
many. First it can be used to provide audio directions after 
a digital program load. Second it can become a speak and 
spell type of demonstrator. Third it can provide speech 
processing once limitations in the sample rate/memory 
requirements are solved. (Hal Chamberlin where are you?) 


I have just begun experimenting with this routine and I am 
looking forward to discovering both new uses and 
modifications to it. The routine also gives many clues on 
how to use the cassette IO and the CB2 line which are 
useful all by themself. Happy Experimenting. 


One might wonder just exactly what this type of article has to do 
with what we’re doing today, but I think that it has some very 
significant relevence, for you see, as I read this, a little light went 
on in my head. My son has a Mac with a CD ROM. If he has an 
audio CD in this CD ROM drive when he powers up, it begins 
playing music and this music continues to play either until he 
stops it or it reaches the end of the CD. It makes no difference 
what else he might be doing. He can be in a word processor 
composing a letter, or scanning in photographs, or doing any 
number of other chores that he does on his computer. But this just 
sits back there and plays the music of his choice as long as he 
likes. And I got to thinking, if we could play music through a 
datasette on a Commodore 64 which already has speakers included 
in it, we too could listen to our favorite music while we're

Now, I don’t know if this can actually be done or not. There are 
several questions which must be answered. The first is, can we 
have the music playing in the background while we’re doing 
something else? This is something I don’t know. I'd have to rely 
on some of our authorities in the club to answer this question. But 
it seems to me if we can have programmed music playing in the 
background while we are playing a game, then why can’t we also 
have a datasette playing in the background while we are doing other 
things? The next question then is, what of the quality of the 
music? Certainly the datasette is capable. It becomes a matter of 
whether or not it can be translated through into the computer. At 
this point then, I suppose the biggest question is, do we have 
someone capable of writing the code necessary to do this? I 
suspect we do. And finally, will we be able to get him interested 
enough to explore this possibility? Only time will tell. Until 
next time, keep a song on your lips and a Commodore in your 
heart.
